BRITISH NORTH AMERICA—HER GREAT OPPUR- 
TUNITY. i 

RESOURCES OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
‘The district nerth of that part of the valley 
' of the Frager which lies below Hope presents to 
, the traveller, either via. Harrison Lake or Fraser 
| River, some extremely beautiful lake, river and 
mountain scenery, The scenery about Hope 
| and Yale has always been greatly admired ; and 





| it is'very fine all through the chain of lakes lying |. 


i between Harrison River and Lillooet. Partic- 
ularly worthy of notice are some scenes ‘on the 
Harrison, with its snow capped mountains, mle 
", andigreen waters. On the road froni Douglas 
| to the Little Lake are some exquisite pictures 
-| Ong in particular, where, from a point on the 
| read, at a great height, the traveller looks down 
| én the foaming Lillooet river, which, from its 
peculiar green color among the dark rocks, has 
not gnaptly been compared to a strean: of liquid 
malachite.. The strange, pale, opaque green 
volgr of the waters of the Great and Little Lil- 
loo¢t Lakes, adds a novel feature to ‘the wild 
beanty of sid scenery, It is quite likely that 
this’ will in future be the “ Lake Country” of 

British Columbia. It has heauties certainly whic 
areal its own. Yet all this district, commenc- 
ing at the Harrison River and at Hope and ex- 
‘tending to the Pavilion Mountain and the mouth 
of the Thompson River, is everywhere very 
broken and mountainous. Many valuable nooks 
and corners will doubtless be found suitable for 
settlement ; but in the main this district must 

' be described as waste. 

Beyond this sterile tract, however, stretches 
a broad, level table-land-to about the line of 
Beaver Lake, extending from the Frascr and 


1 Thqmpson Rivers, covering perhaps eight 


or ten millions of acres, to 4 great extent prairie, 
and as level, in the main, as the rolling prairies 
of Illinois, and covered with excellent natural 

| pasturage, while in the little valleys which the 
‘ streams have worn-through this table-land, doin 
to the Fraser on one side, or the’ Bonaparte or 
Thompson on the other, a sufficient protection is 

' affurded to.the grass to enable cattle and horses

water on the way. Occasionally it is said an 
animal is sick because of eating “alkali,” but it 
is just as likely to be so from some other cause. 
~, }It must net be understood that these alkaline 
substances show themselves everywhere. When 
the effforescence does appear..on the soil it is 
‘ugually in scattered patches of a few feet ora 
_feéw yards in diameter, and only on such patches 
it at allinterfere with vegetation. In some 
: parts one may travel miles without seeing any. 
_ It is not at all unlikely that the future farmers 
‘of this region will find these mineral waters and 
earths valuable adjuncts to their farms ; and that 
stills, and evaporating kilns and pans, will be as 
‘common as the appliances used for making ma- 
ople sugar and potashes by the farmers of Canada. 
‘We have heard many parts of this district men- 
‘tioned as possessing indescribable beauty. At many 
“péints the beholder looks for miles over gently 
rolling prairies, covered with that most nutritious 
of grasses, tame or wild, the bunch grass. These 
prairies arc not so naked as the prairies of Tlli- 
nois, being everywhere covered. with groves or 
seattered trees. They possess, moreover, one 
great beauty and one great advantage which is 
jwiusual in timbered countries, and which makes

these plains resemble what we hear of the charm- 
ing finish of English parks ; the gras usually 
gtows among arftl under the treés, without the 
obstruction of underbrush, except in slenghs or 
Swampy places. One slight drawback to its 
beauty will be found, by thosé who love the 
bright green of. clover or timothy, in the pale or 
faded appearance of these plains, even in June, 
The new shoots of the bunch grass are of a bright 
green, but the last year’s stalks, though dead, 
still remain, and, being faded, tone down the 
color. It is probably owing to the union of the 
young and old grass, which must be eaten to- 
gether, that it is so valuable as provender. It is 
the constant testimony of drovers and packers 
that the bunch grass is more strengthening and 
fattening than any other grass known. And this 
will readily be believed when itis known that it 
is the only dependence of the'pack trains during 





| 





the whole packing season ; and that the thousands. 


of animals which are engaged in packing to Cari- 
boo pass over two trails only, and yet rarely 
find it necessary to leave the trail to find either 
feed or water. 

' We intend that the information which these 
papers contain shall be reliable as far as we have 
been able to gather; therefore, we a here 
set down one fact which is against the district 
now under consideration. During the month of 
June, 1862, there were two or three night frosts 
in which ice was formed, in one instance to the 
thickness of a shilling, Whether this was ex- 


ceptional and a relic of the exceedingly eold win-|- 


ter which had just passed we cannot yet deter- 
mine. Such frosts in June, however, are not 
peculiar to this district ; they are known in New 
York, Canada and Illinois. We are however of 
the opinion that indian corn will not flourish in 
this upland, but wheat, rye, barley, oats, grasses, 
and all the roots, will surely succeed and flourish 
well. ‘These frosts we have mentioned did not 
materially injure the potatoes‘and other! garden 
crops which were growing at all the road-side 
houses, from Pavilion mountain.to the Forks of 
Quesnelle. While alluding to vegetables we may 
add that it is the universal testimony that not- 
withstanding the rade gardening of a néw coun- 
try, no better flavored or finer vegetables ean 
be found than are grown in our upper, or.rather 


central, country. No sensible man can desire a |. 


finer country than this district for summer pas- 
ture ; and we have ho doubt from all we hear 
but that thousands of most desirable spats may 
at this time be selected where natural hay may 
be cut to provide against a severe winter. Any 
industrious man who can start’ with 20, | 50, or 
100 head of cattle, taking up 160 ‘acres by pre- 
emption of choice land, and feeding his cattle on 
the unoccupied lands about him, has a better 
chance, we rerily believe, of bécoming a wealthy 
stock owner in five or ten years than at present 
he.can have with five times, perhaps ten times, 
the capital in Canada, Illinois, or even in most 
parts of Australia: tj 

We have already spoken of! the great beauty 
of inuch of the scenery of this district: We hear 
many of the lakes with which it aboundsy very 
much admired. Lochicmond fs especially spo- 
ken of as being studded with islands, and vieing 
with its celebrated namesake in beauty; as we 
trust it will yet in fame. Big Bar Lake, Wil- 
liams Lake, and many others, will yet become 
celebrated for the beauty of their scenery, and 
the abundance, excellence and size of their trout.
